(Copyright 1895, by Edgar W Ny 
Will the ever indulgent and 
ial reader kindly pardon a 
Urge words regarding the lifts and 
public service* of Napoleon? - 
poleon waa the legitimate soi 
Carlo Bonaparte and Leticia 
molina, his wile. 1 apeak of him 



at Waterloo. 
At the age ol 1 1 years Napoleon 
succeeded in securing a chance to 
attend the military school at Bri- 
good pupil in 
mathematics, and early manifested 
his heroism by standing up bravely 
in Inn threadbare garments ami pa- 
thetic poverty among the sons ol 
wealth, who hooted and insulted 
the pale Corsicari and doubtless 
called him a "jay." 

Doubtless at no time in his 
whole life did his heart sink lower, 
even when he bade adieu to the 
Old Guard, than when he wrote 
home begging his parents to take 
him back and spare his proud spir 
it this bitter humiliation. 

In 1785 Napoleon was made a 
tub-lieutenant of artillery on a sal- 
ary that would not have paid (or 
his cigarettes had he used them. 

Napoleon's family shortly after- 
ward joined the rebels, as they 
were called, because they under- 
took to tree Corsica from the 
French yoke. But it was decided 
that Corsica looked b< Iter in 
French yoke, and so she contini 
to appear in one. Napoleon \ 
compelled to fight against 
own family in this campaign. 

It might be well here to say that 
the father gambled a good deal 
and died poor. The mother was a 
noble, resolute woman, and to her 
the Little Corporal owed no doubt

793 Napoleon was made 
captain, by which his pay was 
raised two francs, or about 40 
ents, and another pair ol red ar- 
llery pantaloons bestowed upon 
im.

milk to market to subject their 
herds to the tuberculin test and re- 
quire that all animals whose tern 
perature is so much raised above the 
normal point by the hypodermic 
insertion ol the lymph as to indi 

slaughtered, and ihe owners partly 
compensated for their loss by pay 
ment therefor out of the State ap- 
propriation at a fixed price for 
grade and thoroughbred stock. 

It is not deemed to be so neces 
sary to require an examination ol 
beef cattle or arr inspection of the
